NOTHING BUT 
LEAVES 


Many Appear in Sheep’s 
clothing but the Fruits 
of Their Lives Prove 
False to Christendom 


A TREE IS JUDGED BY ITS 
FRUIT 


J. P. Hughes 

“And seeing a fig tree afar off hav- 
ing leaves, he came, if haply he 
might find anything thereon: and 
when he came to it he found nothing 
but leaves.” Mark 11:13. 

The subject when first thought of 
may seem a little peculiar in its na- 
ture, but when we consider the typi- 
eal or spiritual application of the 
text we may readily see that the sub- 
ject is practical and may correctly be 
applied to the lives of many people 
who profess christianity. The special 
fig tree was an exception in appear- 
ance and furnishes a striking picture 
from which a lesson of vast impor- 
tance may be learned. It, having 
leaves when all others were bare, 
caught the Master’s eye “afar off” 
and He came to it expecting to find 
fruit thereon. It is said that the fruit 
of the fig tree precedes the leaf, 
therefore Jesus could expect to satis- 
fy His hunger with figs from a tree 
with such a precocious show of 
leaves even though the ‘time of figs 
was not yet.” The unseasonable foli- 
age would naturally indicate unsea- 
sonable fruit as the fig precedes the 
leaf, so the Lord was disappointed 
when He found nothing but leaves. 
As a result of His disappointment, 
Jesus cursed the tree by taking from 
it its power to ever bare fruit again 
and it dried up from the roots. Let 
us remember that it was the fig 
tree’s unseasonable display of leaves 
that lead Jesus to come and see “— 
haply, (as might be expected) He 
might find anything thereon.” There- 
fore we cannot concede that He curs- 
ed it because it was fruitless but be- 
cause it was false to its high preten- 
sions. It was not the season for figs 
and if the tree had been leafless Je- 
sus would not have sought fruit on it 
to satisfy His hunger. This special 
fig tree stands out as an exception to 
all the rest. The sheltering hillside 
of Olivet had protected it, the sunlight 
had cherished it, and the dews of 
Heaven had watered it: therefore, it 
could produce a lustrous foliage when 
all others were bare; but for all this 
a deceptive appearance and outward 
show is all it had. There was no fruit 
for the Lord of all creation at a time 
when He was hungry and this, the 
fallacious appearance of the fig tree, 
so displeased Him that He pronounced 
a curse upon it and it withered away. 

Now, let us notice the spiritual ap- 
plication of the text and see whether 
or not the subject is practical in its 
nature and may be applied to indi- 
viduals. Primarily, the “fig tree” in 
scripture represents Israel and is 
therefore a typical character of the 
Bible and has a spiritual significance. 
Like the special fig tree of the text, 
Israel stood out an exception to all 
other nations. “You only have I 
known of all the families of the 
earth.” Amos 3:2. When Christ came 
the Jews in their religion were not 
foreign to the fallacious fig tree that 
Jesus was induced to seek fruit on 
because of its display of leaves. They 
had the power to bring forth the 
leaves of precocious profession but 
not the will to bring forth the fruit 
of faith and love. Similarly, the Jews 
had the show of religion but the fruit 
of real love which ought to precede 





the profession was wanting. Jesus 
came to them and they received Him 
not, but said, “Crucify Him” and 


trusted only in their rustling leaves 
of religious profession, barren tradi- 
tions of the Pharisees, and vain ex- 
uberance of words without good fruit 
of faith and love. 

To make the subject more practical 
let us come a little closer home and 
apply it to professed christianity. in 
the world today. When Jesus died on 
the cross He broke down the parti- 
tion between the Jew and Gentile and 
made one new man of the two, and 
there is therefore nd, difference with 
God between the Jew \and Gentile. He 
expects as much from the Gentiles 
who profess that they are His people 
as He did the Jews who professed 
that they were the only people of God. 
Jesus could naturally expect His own

The Sunday 
School that makes the most progress 
and raises the most for missions dur- 
ing January, will be allowed to hold 
the banner through the month of 
February. 

I will grade the Sunday Schools ac- 
corting to the progress that you 
make, whether yours be a small or a 
large school. This will give each 
school the same chance at the banner, 
and at the same time each Sunday 
School will be doing something for 
the advancement of the cause of 
Christ. 

Did you know that there are only 
about one hundred communities in 
the state of Florida that have the 
Church of God doctrine preached or 
taught in them? Did you know that 
there are about two thousand com- 


munities in the state that don’t have 
the Church of God doctrine taught or 
preached in them? And our Lord 
commissioned us to preach the Gos- 
pel to every creature, and I believe 
that one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest field, is the home field, I al- 
so believe that the Sunday Schools 
can be the greatest aid that the 
church has, in carrying on this great 
work. 

I am anxious for every department 
of the church to be on tip-toe for God 
and His Church, so LET’S GO, EV- 
ERY ONE, AND MAKE THE SUN- 
DAY SCHOOL WORTH SOMETHING 
TO OUR MASTER, AND A BLESS- 
ING TO FLORIDA. I am asking that 
every Sunday School join in with me 
on the second Sunday in January, 
and have special prayer for the pro- 
gress of the Sunday Schools and mis- 
sion work. We have used. the mission 
money in helping to bring in one new 
church since the Assembly, and if you 
will help us, we hope to see a num- 
ber more by the end of the year. 

Now let each superintendent go 
over their records for January and 
report to me what their average at- 
tendance was in December, also the 
amount given to the orphans and mis- 
sions, then the last Sunday in Jan- 
uary do the same; send me your re- 
port, and I will grade and send the 
banner to the winner.—R. P. Johnson, 
State Overseer of Fla.

to receive Him, but they rejected 
Him, therefore He said unto them 
“Behold your house is left desolate,” 
and they were dispersed among ll 
nations. He could naturally expect 
fruit from a green fig tree even tho 
it was not the season of figs. He 
found nothing but leaves and because 
of its false pretensions He said unto 
it, “Let no fruit grow on thee hence- 
forward for ever,” and immediately it 
withered away. 

The Lord can just as naturally ex- 
pect the fruit pf the spirit from those 
who profess to be Christians as He 
did the Jews to receive Him when He 
came to them or to find fruit on a 
fig tree that showed so much sign 
of it that His attention was attracted 
by it “afar off.” If He does not find 
the fruit of faith and love in those 
who profess to be His followers they 
will stand out in His sight as being 
false to their high pretensions, decep- 
tive, and hypocritical, having nothing 
but the rustling leaves of religious 
profession without the fruit that 
glorifies God and makes one a_ real 
disciple of Christ. Of those who do not 
abide in Him and bring forth fruit, 
Jesus said they would be cast forth 
as a branch and withered; see John 
15:4-6. This makes it very clear that 
the fruitless fig tree that one day 
was green and showy and the next 
day withered and dried up from the 
roots is applicable to fruitless pro- 
fessors of Christianity in the world 
today. 





There is a shallow, fruitless, sur- 
face life that too many people who 
have been converted and some who 
even profess sanctification and the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, are con- 
tent to live. Foolish talking, jesting, 
and an empty profession are too often 
manifested by people who claim the 
deeper experiences of the Christian 
life. With some the fruitless surface 
life seems to have a greater attrac- 
tion than does the deeper hidden life 
that goes far beneath the surface and 
brings forth fruit unto God. They had 
rather appear well in the sight of 
man and have their applauses than 
to hide away with Christ in God and 
be unknown by the world. To please 
men is their chief aim in life so they 
put on a surface show of external ap- 
pearance, being void of the real fruit 
of a Christian, and produce nothing 
but leaves. 

In Paul’s letter to the Colossians 
we find him teaching that there is a 
deep hidden life with Christ in’ God 
that those who profess Christianity 
should live. “For ye are dead, and 
vour life is hid with Christ in God. 
When Christ, who is our h°*, shall 
appear, then shall ye appear wi.) Him 
in glory.” Col. 3:3, 4. This hidden 
life will cause people to produce the 
fruit of the spirit, which is “love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, temperance, against such 
there is no law.” Gal. 5:22, 23. Its re- 
ward is to appear with Christ in 
glory, but to live that life one must 
be dead to the world and the admira- 
tion of men. 

Those who are hid with Christ in 
God do not seek to be seen or to have 
the applause of men. They do _ not 
boast of their work of good deeds for 


| they know their work will speak for 


itself and that it is to God they must 
give an account for the deeds they 
have done. Their affection is set on 
things above where Christ sitteth on 
the right hand of God and He is 
the idol of their hearts. To appear 
with Him in glory is their purpose 
and aim of life and they care naught 
for the things of the,world or the 
praise of men. They seek to glorify 
God in bearing much fruit and are 
true to their profession. 

What is Jesus finding in our lives? 
This is the question that should con- 
cern us the most. Is it what might 
naturallyebe expected, according to 
what we profess—the good fruit of the 
spirit that He so much desires, or is 
it a surface show of external appear- 
ance having “nothing but leaves’? 
Oh that we may continually hide 
away with Christ in God and compre- 
hend with all saints what is’ the 
breadth, length, depth, and height of
